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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has submitted three documents to which 
the Applicant asserts are the Translations of Foreign Priority Documents upon which the application claims priority. 

1 - First it is noted that the received documents have no form of identification as to map/ascertain to which priority foreign documents 
belongs, or if they are actually corresponding to the foreign priority documents. 

2- The supposed translations were not filed together with a statement that the translation of the certified copy is accurate. 

3- These received asserted translations have many discrepancies between the three documents and the originally filed application. Since, it 
is noted that they are not one to one correspondence to the originally filed disclosure. All the Drawings from the three documents are 
missing, which provides more discrepancies. 

The foreign application must be examined for the question of sufficiency of the disclosure under 35 U.S.C. 112, as well as to determine if 
there is a basis for the claims sought. Those received document papers or as considered "other evidence" submitted after a final rejection 
fails to show of good and sufficient reasons why the evidence is necessary and was not earlier presented.. 
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
